Her Darkest Hour

Moscow, Oct. 17 (AP)—-Red Army troops, defiant against 


odds that had forced four retreats through a strategically 
important industrial section of north Stalingrad, battled 
fiercely today to prevent the Germans from fanning out along 
the banks of the Volga and breaking the flanks of the defense. 


(Berlin broadcasts say the Germans already have won 


the west bank of the Volga on a two-mile front.) 


Stalingrad was experiencing her darkest hours of siege 
The Germans occupied an industrial settlement which had 


been a battlefield for weeks above the city's heart and at 
tempted to expand both north and south against the Sovie

World Plunder 


There is no denying that, Tojo 


and his sword-rattling clan have 
eone a long way in one year. Not 
even Hitler's record can show twelve 
months of such successful plunder. 
Aild there is no false modesty in 
Radio Tokyo's tilling of it: 


"Xo government in history has 


ever seen such rapid expansion of 
its complete or partial jurisdiction 
within one year. . . . No less than 
120,000.000 people of different lan- 
guages, races, culture and environ- 
ment have been brought together in 
one gigantic community by Japan 
for the building of greater East 
Asia." 


Then follows a catalogue of the 


millions of tons of rice, petroleum, 
rubber, sugar, jute, iron ore "and 
countless other essential material 
resources brought within the scope 
o- this enterprise." 


Reaches Crisis 


' Now it cannot be denied that 
much of this boasting is founded on 
fact. But the interesting point is 
that so much of it should be thought i 
necessary at this time in conjunc- 
tion 
with religio-patnotic 
cere- 


monies appealing to the strongest 
emotions of the race. Obviously 
Japan is at a crisis of her Pacific 
war and her leaders feel the need 
of strengthening popular enthusiasm 
for the war effort. 
These leaders 


naturally are not tipping their 
hands. It may be. of course, that 
some new adventure is in the mak- 
ing, such as the long awaited smash 
at Siberia or a thrust deeper into 
the southwest Pacific. 


But circumstances suggest that 


the psychological preparation is for 
a different phase of the war, one 
.essentially defensive and therefore 
more difficult for the home front to 
endure. Already the Japanese peo- 
ple have been warned that the war 
ivill last for years—perhaps a. hun- 
dred years, Tojo has said—and it 
is likely that the Imperial command 
looks forward to a long period of 
battling to retain booty already 
grabbed. Such a phase offers few 
brilliant victories to celebrate, noth- 
ing like the fall of Singapore or the 
reduction of Bataan. If an offensive 
were in the offing there would be 
confidence of new victories, for its 
record shows that the Japanese com- 
mand does not undertake new major 
campaigns until it has weighed Its 
chances carefully and found them 
good.

MEASURE WILL 
BE APPROVED 
BEFORE NIGHT

Washington, Oct. 17 (AP)—In a 
mixed 
atmosphere 
of 
reluctance 
and readiness to dip down into the 
’teen age bracket for fighting men, 
the house assembled today to act 
upon drafting youths of 18 and 19 
years for military service, with pass­ 
age of Hie measure by nightfall ap­ 
parently assured. 
Ten months to the day after the 
minimum selective service age limit 
was lowered to 20, the nation’s law­ 
makers moved swiftly toward meet­ 
ing the demand of military chiefs 
for emphasis on youth in building 
an army with a planned strength 
of 7.500.000 in 1943. 
Sure of Passage 
Amid repeated expressions of re­ 
gret that President Roosevelt and 
his war aides had found the step 
necessary, there were confident pre­ 
dictions from House leaders and 
Chairman May (D-Ky) of the mili­ 
tary committee that the bill would 
pass overwhelmingly. 
Meantime, the Senate—a step be­ 
hind the House in the drive to speed 
the legislation to the chief execu­ 
tive’s desk—received from its mili­ 
tary committee approval of a bill 
differing only in minor aspects from 
that pending in the House. 
Plans of Senate leaders to bring 
the measure up for a vote on Tues­ 
day met the objection of Minority 
Leader McNary (R-Ore) th at many 
members 
had 
returned 
to 
their 
states a week ago after being as­ 
sured by the administration leader­ 
ship that no major legislation would 
be taken up for several weeks. 
2 Hours of Debate 
In the House, the rules committee 
ordered two houfs of general debate, 
but—unless its stipulations are over­ 
turned by a majority vote—guarded 
the measure against the possibility 
of a major amendment by providing 
that floor amendments could be 
offered only to the section subject­ 
ing the 18 and 19 year olds to draft. 
Several members of the House 
had expressed intention lo insist 
upon inclusion of a clause which 
would bar use of 18 and 19 year 
olds for combat duty until they had 
been trained for at least 12 months. 
The military committee consider­ 
ed a similar condition, but failed 
to Include It in the measure at the 
specific request of Army officials.

A chart of the McClellan family 
has been made available to this 
column revealing many unanswered 
questions with reference to this 
family. 
It is a m atter of tradition in the 
McClellan family that only actual 
members of the clan or those re­ 
lated by marriage were buried in 
the McClellan graveyard. 
Colonel 
John McClellan is said to have made 
a statem ent to th at effect when he 
had the bodies of his parents. Wil­ 
liam (III) and Mary Magdalena 
(Spangler) McClellan, removed from 
the family burial plot to his lot in 
the newly opened Evergreen ceme­ 
tery. Surely Colonel McClellan was 
in a position to know whereof he 
spoke and yet. if this be true, there 
are still some graves to be explain­ 
ed. 
Last week we mentioned the 
graves of John McLeary and be­ 
side it that of Joseph McCleary. 
Just how these twro people were con­ 
nected with the McClellans is not 
known. 
Two othr graves that are still uni­ 
dentified are those of Elizabeth, 
wife of John Butt. Senior, and 
Elizabeth, wife of Mark Forney. It 
is known, however, that Elizabeth 
(Forney) Butt was the daughter of 
Marks (Mark) and Elizabeth (Zieg­ 
ler) Forney. 
H ie inscription from 
the marker at the grave of Eliza­ 
beth (Ziegler) Forney follows:— 
“Elizabeth wife of Mark Forney. 
Died March IO, 1852. Aged 81 years 
and 27 days." 
The Forney family was one of the 
earliest as well as one of the most 
prominent among the early German 
settlers in what is now Adams 
County. 
In addition to this they 
intermarried with many of the fine 
old county families until today the 
lines are so intermingled that it is 
almost 
impossible 
to 
straighten 
them out. Fortunately we have been 
able to obtain a fairly accurate 
genealogy of the Forney family as 
follow's: 
Johann Adam Forney the emi­ 
grant member of the family was 
born in Wachenheim-on-the-Haardt 
a small town about ten miles west 
of Mannheim, Germany. In the year 
1690. .Johann Adam was a son of 


Christian Forney who had lived in 
the same town long enough to be­ 
come a citizen. 
In all probability 
the name is of French extraction for 
it is found in France and French 
Switzerland. 
A 
family 
tradition 
states that the Forneys were French 
Huguenot refugees, who sought an 
asylum in Germany. 
In January of 1713 Johann Adam 
(I) Forney was married to Elisabeth 
Louisa - - - - - ? and in the year 
1721. after the birth of four chil­ 
dren, 
the 
family 
emigrated 
to 
America. They arrived in Philadel­ 
phia on October 16. 1821. 
For the 
first few' years the family must have 
lived in or near Philadelphia for 
John Dirges’ bond, dated October 5, 
1731, promising to give "at some fu­ 
ture time an absolute title to the 
land” which he sold to the iniigrant, 
describes his as “Adam Fourney of 
Philadelphia 
county, 
farmer and 
tailor.” 
By 1734 Johann Adam (I) Forney 
and his family were settled in the 
territory know-n as the “Conewago 
Settlement." 
Along with the other 
settlers in this "disputed territory” 
Johann Adam (I) Forney suffered 
and fought through the long years 
of bickering during the boundary 
dispute. 
In the year 1748 he was 
severely wounded by an intoxicated 
Indian and it is this injury that was 
said to have been responsible for 
his death in 1752. 
Johann Adam (I) and Elisabeth 
Loui?»a Forney were the parents of 
the following children:—

6, 1713—married, February 16. 1745, 
to Bartel - - - - ? 
Nicolaus (2) 
Forney—born July I. 1715—married 
Maria Magdalena - - - - ?—died 
1774. 
Lowisa Charlotte (2) For­ 
ney—born April 24, 1718—married 
March ll. 1742. to Abraham Sell. 
Maria Eva (2) Forney—born Janu­ 
ary 6, 1821. 
No further record. 
Philip (2) Forney—born September 
29, 1724—married, May 8. 1753, to 
Elisabeth 
Sherz 
(1732—August 
8, 
1794(—died February 3, 1783. Clora 
(2) Forney—born February 16, 1728. 
No further record.
